A farm 
credit policy will be set up. 

In his recent speech in Saska- 
toon John Defienbaker spoke of 
the Progressive - Conservative 
national development policy. 
“Agriculture and its welfare is a 
basic cornerstone in that policy,” 
he stated. That sums it up pretty 
well, I think. And after over 
twenty years of neglect can we 
ask for more of a change that 
thiat?.
